Think of it this way: Ohio 
State has taken over for 
Alabama as college footbalfs premier 
powerhouse. The conference also now 
boasts Michigan’s Jim Harbaugh, a 
coaching rock star, not to mention 
playoff dark horse Michigan State and a 
host of other dangerous teams. Starting 
to make sense? 

In addition to predicting how each 
Big Ten team will finish in its division, 
RedEye assigned each school a power 
rating (can’t get any better than Ohio 
State) and buzz factor (doesn’t get any 
crazier off the field than Harbaugh’s 
Wolverines), both on a scale of i-io.

1. OHIO STATE 

The Buckeyes are the first unanimous pre- 
season No. 1 in the history of the Associated 
Press poll. Ohio State sees your “SEC speed” 
cliche and increases the stakes.

2. MICHIGAN STATE 



Power rating: 10 

There are a dozen players on this team 
who could be first- or second-round NFL 
draft picks. If Kentucky is a de facto NBA 
Development League franchise, OSD plays 
that role in football. 

Buzz factor: 10 

Coach Urban Meyer’s image ap- 
pears on a sports network every 
10 minutes it seems. Also, the 
OSU quarterback storyline is 
the sports media version of 
Taylor Swift: overplayed! 

Quotable 

“I don’t like the word ‘restore’ because 
restore makes it seems like it went to 
crap and dilapidated, some hipsters 
went and bought it and needed to live 


The Spartans are like the White Sox with the 
second-team-in-their-region chip on their 
shoulder. It’s not just figurative, either. 
MSU football players have an actual 
poker chip sewn on the shoulder of 
their workout shirts this year. 

Power rating: 10 

Sparty’s talent is green, but 
those chips should be blue 
because this is roster is filled 
with elite talent. 

Buzz factor: 8 

This year, that chip is more ap- 
ropos than ever. Despite MSU’s 
national title potential and its 
recent dominance of Michigan, 
everyone focuses on Ohio 
State and/or Harbaugh.

3. PENN STATE 

Christian Hackenberg could be the first quar- 
terback drafted in 2016 provided the offensive 
line, which allowed 44 sacks last year, keeps 
him alive. Anthony Zettel could be the first or 
second defensive tackle selected. 

Power rating: 7 

It’s easy to praise the quarterback, receivers, 
secondary, linebackers, defensive line and run- 
ning backs. Not so easy when it comes to the 
offensive line. 

Buzz factor: 8 

This is Nittany Nation, a micro-state whose ob- 
session with football is unrivaled. 

Quotable 

“Anthony Zettel is strange in a good kind of 
way.” -Coach James Franklin 
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4. MICHIGAN 

Mr. Discount Khakis needs time to turn things 
around. However, passing effectively on the 
Wolverines could be harder than making an 
original joke about Harbaugh’s pants. Wayne 
Lyons could be the first cornerback selected in 
April. Alongside him in the secondary is Jabrill 
Peppers, whom college football literati have 
deemed the Next Big Thing. 

Power rating: 6 

Stellar defense + broken offense = Michigan 
winning some boring games this season; seven 
to nine victories sounds right. 

Buzz factor: 10 

Harbaugh is sports’ version of Amy Schumer- 
utterly inescapable. 

Quotable 

“Just look at the face, he’s got a wonderful, 
wonderful face, and he’s just as good on the in- 
side.’’ -Coach Jim Harbaugh, on wide receiver 
Jehu Chesson 

5. RUTGERS 

There’s more to New Jersey than Ed Hardy 
shirts and fist-pumping. The Scarlet Knights 
could make a bowl again given their soft sched- 
ule and skill position talent. 

Power rating: 5 

Quarterback inexperience and defensive line 
size are major issues, so don’t expect Rutgers 
to win eight games again. 

Buzz factor: 4 

Rutgers is New York’s college football team- 
according to themselves. I’m not buying it, but 
maybe they will prove me wrong. 

Quotable 

“We’re in the No. 1 media market in the world ... 
and that needle in New York is moving its way 
up and up and up.’’-Coach Kyle Flood 

6. INDIANA 

This could be coach Kevin Wilson’s last hur- 
rah, although who could have fared better? 

If he hovers around .500, he should keep the 
gig. Bowl berths are the traditional ceiling in 
Bloomington. 

Power rating: 3 

If quarterback Nate Sudfeld gets hurt again, 
watch out. He doesn’t have much to work with 
at receiver, and the defense is one of the na- 
tion’s worst. 

Buzz factor: 2 

This program traditionally serves as just a time 
killer until basketball season begins. 

Quotable 

“My brother went to Romania, my other broth- 
er went to Cuba, my sister went to Bulgaria, my 
cousin went to Vietnam, my other cousin went 
to Djibouti, I went to Uganda.’’ -Quarterback 
Nate Sudfeld, on his family’s global mission 
work 

7. MARYLAND 

“Wedding Crashers’’ told us: “crab cakes and

11 returning starters and the defense learning 
a new scheme, there’s no reason to “Fear the 
Turtle.’’ 


Power rating: 3 

No definite replacements for quarterback C.J. 
Brown and receiver Stefon Diggs is concerning. 
On the plus side, the marching band does an 
excellent cover of the “Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtles’’ theme song. 


Power rating: 9 

Third-best team in the league, provided quar- 
terback Joel Stave can be a Kyle Orton-like 
“game manager.’’ 


Buzz factor: 7 

In so-called college football “sexiness,” writ- 
ers save the Hannah Davis analogies for Ohio 
State; making overlooked Wisconsin probably 
Alison Brie. That fits, seeing as her last name is 
a type of cheese. 


Quotabie

Power rating: 7

beer with, but his 93-80 career record fails 
to overwhelm. 


Buzz factor: 2 

Let’s just say this: In basketball, 
Maryland will be favored to 
win its league.

WEST 

1. WISCONSIN 

Death. Taxes. Huge Badgers 
linemen creating daylight 
for speedy tailbacks. 

Paul Chryst replaces 
Gary Andersen as the 
new foreman of this 
big red machine. 


Buzz factor: 9. 

As the fight song says, “there is no place like 
Nebraska” for discussing college football 
24-7-365. 


Quotable 

“They’re saying that they’re going to put mon- 
ey behind my name, so I’ve got to prove them 
right. I’ve got to show them that they bet on the 
right horse.” -tight end Trey Foster, one of five 
walk-ons who was just granted a full scholar- 
ship by Riley 

3. IOWA 

The team is loaded with question marks, but so 
is the Big Ten West. Coach Kirk Ferentz has a 
contract buyout estimated around $13.3 million 
(according to Forbes) so unless the Hawkeyes 
are home for the holidays, he’s staying till 2016 
at the minimum. 

Power rating: 6 

Could just as easily win eight games as four, or 
somewhere in between. 

Buzz factor: 4 

The only storyline is “Will Ferentz do enough to 
justify keeping his job?” 

Quotable 

“We didn’t have to call Dr. Phil in or anything 
like that for our football team.” -Ferentz, on his 
team’s offseason mindset

4. NORTHWESTERN 

Back-to-back 5-7 seasons (on the heels of five 
straight bowl campaigns) has inspired harsh 
criticism. Coach Pat Fitzgerald would rather the 
criticism be directed at him. He introduced two 
Twitter hashtags to encourage that. 

Power rating: 6 

The offense will be fine once it settles on one, 
true dual-threat quarterback. The running 
game, defensive line and secondary should be 
solid. 

Buzz factor: 6 

Aside from the unionization ruling, NU hasn’t 
made major headlines. That’s refreshing, be- 
cause really the media cared about that story a 
zillion times more than fans did.

I had every intention of buying season 
tickets this year, as I have for the past two 
years. I’d even been planning to buy a pair of 
tickets so a rotating cast of friends and family 
members could share 
in the glory/misery 
that is Northwestern 
football. Then, as I 
was pulling out my 
credit card, I jokingly 
asked myself, “What 
if I just didn’t?” 

My credit card 
never made it out of 
my wallet. 

The past two 
seasons have been 
lackluster at best, 
embarrassing at worst. 

Back-to-back 5-7 re- 
cords. A miserable 1-7 

conference mark in 2013. No bowl appearances. 
National headlines that had nothing to do with 
on-field play Napping before games! Should 
student-athletes be allowed to unionize? 

Perhaps my expectations are too high. It 
doesn’t help that we went to a bowl game (lost 
all four) every year I was a student, then won 
the Gator Bowl after I graduated, snapping a 
64-year bowl win drought. That’s an unprec- 
edented five-year streak of postseason appear- 
ances, a far cry from the “lake the posts” era, 
when winning any game was so rare fans sup- 
posedly celebrated by tearing down the goal 
posts and throwing them in Lake Michigan. 

But if my expectations are too high, 
they’ve been helped up there by the “Chi- 
cago’s Big Ten Team” era of marketing. When 
the campaign first rolled out in 2010, it 
seemed like a bold statement. Northwestern 
announcing that after years of mediocrity it

was ready to recapture the city’s attention. 

Five years later, it’s clear the emphasis has 
been on selling this image rather than back- 
ing it up with quality play And it’s time for 
Northwestern to put its playbook where its 
money is before I shell out another $200 on 
season tickets. 

I’ve sat next to perennial season-ticket 
holders at Ryan Field and listened to them 
grumble and critique NU more harshly than 
any commentator. But after each loss, they 
shrug as if to say “What do you expect?”, fold 
up their stadium cushions and head home, 
only to return week after week, year after year. 

Is it wrong to want more than that? To 
in my own little way hold Northwestern 
accountable so they don’t get (more of) my 
money until things improve? 

I’m not saying give us a Rose Bowl every 
year, but it would be nice not to always have 
to trudge the mile 
and a half from the 
stadium back to cam- 
pus (hey free parking) 
with the visiting 
team’s gloating fans. 
That 1.5-mile walk 
feels so much farther 
after a loss. 

I stiU plan on 
watching games this 
year— but from afar. 

I can’t completely 
abandon my alma ma- 
ter, not after I’d spent 
years defending the 
team to rightfully dis- 
believing family members and friends. After 
all. I’m the bleed-purple fan with an entire 
section of my closet dedicated to NU gear, 
and it’d be a shame not to be able to wear my 
new jersey this season. But I’ll be doing it at 
home while wrapped in my Northwestern 
Snuggie or at the local Buffalo Wild Wings, 
frightening my family or other patrons with 
my fierce Wildcat growl and claw 

I see this as a “Friends”-style, Ross and 
Rachel-esque break from attending games — 
things might get ugly in the meantime, but 
we’ll probably end up together again, some- 
time in the future. Hopefully the near future. 

And maybe I’ll be able to pay more atten- 
tion to that other longtime losing team, the 
one that hasn’t won a World Series in 107 years. 

Hey hope is a hard habit to break.

C HICAGO’S ONLY BIG SPORTS CONFLICT for most of the year is Cubs vs. Sox, but 
when college football season kicks off, North Side or South Side is much less relevant 
than your alma mater. The Big lo might dominate here, but the diverse city means youll 
find sports bars dedicated to a huge range of teams from Alabama to UCLA.

“When food was food & drinks were stiff” That’s the tagline for Pomp & Circum- 
stance, the new Old Town restaurant from The 8 Group principals Carmen Rossi, 
Chris Bader and Kevin Killerman (Hubbard Inn, Barn & Company and Heating 
& Cooling Pub). That phrase is supposed to evoke the ’50s and ’60s era heyday of 
Jack Kerouac and the “Mad Men” world of expense-account martinis and ring-a- 
ding-ding elegance. I stopped in recently to see if Pomp & Circumstance would stir 
up Rat Pack gentlemanliness or the drunken shenanigans of advertising and Wall 
Street’s les enfants terribles. 


The scene 

The ’50s were a time of thick steaks, icy mar- 
tinis, stiff old fashioneds, leather banquettes, 
smooth crooners and fawning service. Save 


for the excellent cocktails, which we’ll get 
to in a bit, almost none of that is on offer 
at Pomp & Circumstance. The 8 Group’s 
Hubbard Inn is magnificent because it’s 


transformative. It feels like a cross between 
a medieval castle and a bullfighter’s office. 
You can almost smell Ernest Hemingway’s 
aftershave. At Pomp, the confines are tiny 
The front area has a bunch of stools and a 
wall-mounted sidebar, where it looks like a 
square dance might break out at any minute. 
The banquettes aren’t leather— or even 
pleather-lined— but instead tufted with some 
kind of black and gray tartan that looks like 
it may have come from the Harley-Davidson 
clan of Scotland. The bathrooms are lined 
with black lacquered wood paneling and 
decorative tile that looks like it came straight 
out of Home Depot. The trope of suspender- 
clad bartenders and obligatory Edith Piaf 
soundtrack felt played out. The restaurant 


felt less like an escape and more like a poor 
man’s slapdash copy of Bavette’s. 

The ’50s were also an era of the dutiful 
housewife and rampant misogyny Even if 
the decor was good, the crass sexualization 
of servers here was impossible to ignore. 
Waitresses wore tight, slitted black skirts 
and plunging tank tops. I felt like I was at a 
slightly more elegant, veiled version of Tilted 
Kilt or Hooters. 

The food 

They don’t serve chicken wings at Pomp & 
Circumstance, but they do serve a crispy- 
crusted roast half chicken ($20) on top of a 
lemon-drizzled nest of kalette, a new-school 
mashup of kale and brussels sprouts. Though

the chicken was juicy because of an overnight 
brine, it still needed a sprinkle of finishing 
salt as the outer roast crust was unseasoned. 
The kalette was actually quite magnificent, 
bursting with the promised kale 
and brussels sprout essence, but 
I’m not sure Jack Kerouac (an 
inspiration for the restaurant) 
would be caught dead eating 
a genetically modified hybrid 
green. 

Crab rangoon ($12) was 
made from store-bought 
wonton wrappers stuffed with 
fresh crab meat, cream cheese, 
garlic, lemongrass and celery I liked 
the crunch of the celery but the cream 
cheese overwhelmed the crab meat and garlic 
and lemongrass flavors. The filling, like the 
chicken, needed more salt. The dumpling 
wrappers were almost too clean and flavor- 
less, like they’d been fried in virgin oil. The 
sweet chili dipping sauce, which is made 
in-house, had a nice burst of citrus, a good 


touch of chili burn and a satisfying viscosity 
compared with jelly-like bottled sauces most 
take-out joints serve. 

Asparagus and English pea soup ($9) was 
garnished with a bracing mint cream 
and charred scallion relish, but 
the base was gloppy and needed 
thinning with a stock. The 
texture was like pudding and 
gave me flashbacks to my days 
of gumming down mushy 
Gerber peas. 

The one dish that was unim- 
peachable was a succotash ($17) 
featuring fresh kernels of corn, 
plump shrimp and a smoky swoosh of 
tomato puree. 

Dessert 

At odds with the “when food was food” 
theme was a jar of cheesecake dip ($7) served 
with house-toffeed graham crackers. I want 
a thick wedge of substantial cheesecake, not 
a wimpy whipped dip, which frankly could 


have used more sugar. The presentation was 
the most disappointing reinvention of a clas- 
sic since the infantile croque monsieur fingers 
they used to serve at Paris Club Bistro & Bar. 

The jiggly key lime bar ($7), perfumed with 
zest and bursting with lime juice, was every- 
thing key lime pie is supposed to be. 

Service 

Though we told our server we were sharing 
everything, she brought us the asparagus 
soup in a single bowl and didn’t offer to split 
the portion or bring another bowl for shar- 
ing. She also cautioned us that the chicken 
would take 25 minutes to cook, as if she was 
advising against the order, which was odd 
considering we’d ordered three appetizers. 

Cocktails 

The Pomp & Circumstance crew did get one 


portion of their tagline correct. Drinks here 
are indeed stiff, and classic. The Sidecar ($13) 
was brisk, slightly sweet, rife with orange 
liquor and finished with a tart lemon kiss. 
Despite its frou-frou name, the Watermelon 
Cooler ($13) was substantial, featuring 
satisfying scotch-like smoky and grassy notes 
imparted by Avion tequila and bitter rhubarb 
and orange tones from Aperol. 

Bottom line 

If Pomp & Circumstance is evocative of the 
’50s and ’60s, it’s the drunken, chauvinistic 
shenanigans of “Mad Men’s” Roger Sterling. 
There’s a half-hearted attempt to recreate an 
elegant supper club, but you’d likely have a 
better time hosting your own dinner party

Gone are the old pop-factory song doctors 
and their tightly crafted choruses; now she’s 
cobbling together discursive arrangements 
alongside left-field collaborators like the 
Flaming Lips.
